Rules and Regulations 

1. The Fair Association reserves to its Executive Committee the final 
and absolute right to interpret these rules and regulations and arbitrarily 
settle and determine all matters, questions and differences in regard there¬ 
to and to add to or amend these rules as they deem advisable. 

2. The 18th Annual Exhibition of the Pocahontas County Fair, of 
Marlinton, W. Va. will be held at its grounds, two miles out of Marlinton, 
on the beauti ul Greenbrier River, beginning Monday, August 24th, and 
continuing until Saturday, August 29th, at midnight. Gates will open for 
the admission of patrons at 4:00 o’clock P. M., Monday, August 24th, and 
7 A. M. each-day thereafter. Exhibits will close at 8:00 P. M. and gates 
will close at 12:00 o’clock midnight each night. 

3. All employees of the Fair must be on duty each day in accordance 
with the requirements of the superintendent in charge of their respective 
positions. 

4. The grounds will be in charge of a superintendent under the 
supervision of the Executive Committee, who will appoint a sufficient num¬ 
ber of policemen for the enforcement of the regulations of the Association. 

5. Each department superintendent and his aides shall give particu¬ 
lar attention to the proper arrangement of the articles or animals to be 
exhibited in their departments; point out the article or animal to the 
judges, and otherwise .facilitate their examinations. The superintendents 

or their aides must be in charge of his or her department at all times 
during the Fair. 

6. Exhibitors must see to the delivery of their contributions upon the 
Fair Grounds and into the hands of the department heads or their as¬ 
sistants; as the Association cannot make provision for the transportation 
or be subject to any expense therefor, in the delivery to or the return 
from the grounds; but all expense and risk connected therewith must be 
provided for and taken by the exhibitors except where hereinafter pro¬ 
vided for under department head rulings.

not set on walk or in ront of place of business. Emptying salt water 
from ice-cream packing case is strictly prohibited. 


11. Concessioners and them help mtfst be neat and tidy in dress. 
Persons working at any privilege are expected to comply with this rule. 


Entry Rules 

12. Entry blanks may be obtained on application to the Secretary. 
Exhibitors should write plainly the Department, Class, and Section of the 
animal or article they wish to enter, using the exact wording and num¬ 
bers given in the premium list. The same article or animal cannot com¬ 
pete for the premium of two or more classes, unless otherwise stated in 
the notes of the department. Entry blanks, when filled out. should be 
mailed or taken to the Secretary’s office on or before the dates specified 
under each Department Head. The exhibitor will then receive duplicate 
tags to be used as explained in Rule 14. Strict compliance with these 
rules insures prompt and correct payment of all premiums, otherwise, the 
Fair Company cannot assume any responsibility for any errors made by 
reason of the entries not being made in time to get correct records, 


13. On Monday August 24th. from 9:00 A. M. until 4:00 P. M. the 
superintendents of each depatrme'nt will be on hand to receive and ar¬ 
range articles and animals in their respective departments. All articles 
and animals except where hereinafter provided for under department 
head rulings must be on the ground and in place before 4:00 P. M., Au- 
guest 24th.

Judges and Judging 

18. Judging shall commence precisely at 9:00 o’clock A. M,, Tuesday, 
August 25th. and will continue until completed, unless otherwise ordered, 
as per special rulings under various departments. 

19. An appeal from the decision of the judge may be made to the 
Executive Committee, and their decision: shall be final and binding. 

20. No appeal from the decision of a judge will be considered by 
the Executive Committee unless such appeal is to the Secretary in writ¬ 
ing in plenty of time for their decision before the close o." the Fair. 

21. Any attempt to influence or intimidate a judge, or any attempt

Judges 1 Duties 

33. No exhibitor shall act as judge in the department in which he 
exhibits.

35. When respectfully requested, the judges are expected to give the 
reasons for their decisions, stating what constitute special points of ex¬ 
cellence in the class of animals or articles being considered, and pointing 
out the superiority of one over another.

SUGGESTIONS FOR EXHIBITING BIRDS 

Select birds for the exhibition early. Separate them from the flock 
oho or two months before the show. 


In selecting young birds, it is much to your advantage to select bird? 
that a ,- e of good size; that are fairly well matured. Those that have taken 
the shape of their breed are the kind to exhibit. Either of the following 
books will help anyone in selecting the proper birds and the latter'will 
give you much advice in preparing birds for exhibition: American Stand¬ 
ard cf Perfection and Poultry for Exhibition. Either can be secured from 
the Reliable Poultry Journal Publishing Company at Quincy, Ill. 

In showing light-colored birds, they should be washed. Prepare them 
for shipment carefully; be sure the coop is high enough. Several smnd 
coops are much better than one large coop.
